our Common Wind-mills ; or by »ny other Force, as by that of Water, Horſes, &c. 
And ſecing that your Petitioners Machin raiſeth « greater quantity of Water co 
a grexter heighr in the ſame ſpace of time, by an equal force, than any other yer 
found out, and can be made and uſed with much Jeſs Charge, than wny pre- 
rending to the like EffeQ,ond that in Order to the Making thereof, and Setting ic 
co Work, he muſt neccſlarly be ar conſiderable Charges and pairs in DireQing 
and Overſ:cing the Work and Workmen, at firſt Serting vp, which 5ovur Pct?
